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THE FIGHT BETWEEN THE ALABAMA AND THE 
KEARSARGE OFF CHERBOURG. 


Onx of the most interesting naval engagements that has ever taken 
ne near our shores was that of Sunday morning, between the Con- 
ederate cruiser Alabama, commanded by Captain Semmes, and the 
United States war-steamer Kearsarge, Captain Winslow. The 
Kearsage it has been usually called; but the Morning Star, which 
assumes to speak with authority upon all that concerns the Federal 
rty, says that the correct spelling is Kearsarge, which name is derived 
rom “a range of mountains in free New England.” After an 
hour’s fighting, the Alabama sank, and the victory remained with the 
Kearsarge, which was armed with two 11-inch (120-pounder) smooth- 
bore columbiads, besides six 32-pounders; while the Alabama had 
one 7-inch bore rifled pivot-gun forward, one 8-inch smoothbore 
pivot-gun at the stern, and six 82-pounders. It seems that the 
Alabama arrived in Cherbourg on the 11th inst., for the purpose of 
extensive repairs, after two years’ service, latterly in the East Indies. 
Our readers may perhaps recollect that we published in our Number 
of April 2 an Engraving, from a sketch by Captain Allen Young, 
representing the Alabama in Malacca Straits on the day before 
Christmas Day, when she captured and destroyed the merchant- 
vessel Martaban, or Texan Star. A day or so after her arrival 
at Cherbourg the Federal steamer Kearsarge arrived there also, 
and, instead of coming to anchor, continued to cruise backwards 
and forwards just outside the breakwater at Cherbourg, chal- 
lenging the Alabama to fight. The Alabama immediately accevted 
the challenge thus given, only asking for a few days to complete her 
arrangements, About ten o'clock on Sunday morning the Alabama 
left Cherbourg harbour, and the Kearsarge was then several miles 
out to seaward, with her steam up ready for action. The French 
plated ship of war Couronne followed the Alabama out of harbour, 
and stopped when the vessels were a league off the coast ; her object 
being to see that there was no violation of the law of nations by 
a fight taking place within the legal distance from land. The 
English steam-yacht Deerhound, belonging to Mr. John Lancaster, of 
Hindley Hall, Wigan, Lancashire, and the schooner-yacht Hornet, 
belonging to Mr. James Bryant, of the Royal Western Yacht Club, 
followed at a safe distance to witness the conflict. We are indebted 
to Mr. Bryant for the sketch from which our Engraving is made. 
The action is thus narrated by Captain Semmes, in his official report 
to Mr. J. M. Mason, the agent of the Government of the Confederate 
States in London :— 
Southampton, June 21, 1864. 
Sir,—I have the honour to inform you that. in accordance with my intention, 
as previously announced to you, I steamed out of the harbour of Cherbourg, 
between nine and ten o'clock on the morning of the 19th of June, for the 
purpose of engaging the enemy's steamer Kearearge, which had been lying off 
and on the port for several! days previously. After clearing the harbour we 
descried the enemy with his head off shore, at a distance of about seven miles. 
We were three quarters of an hour in coming up with him. I had previously 
pivoted my guns to starboard, and made all my preparations for engaging the 
enemy on that side. When within about a mile and a quarter of the enemy he 
suddenly wheeled, and, bringing his head in shore, presented his starboard 
battery to me. By this time we were distant about one mile from each other, 
when I opened on him with solid shot, to which he replied in a few minutes, 
and the engagement became active on both sides, 
The enemy now pressed his ship under a full head of steam; and to prevent 
our passing each other too speedily, and to keep our respective broadsides 
bearing, it became necersary to fight in a circle, the two ships steaming around 


to halfa mile. When we got within good shell-range we opened upon him 
with shell. Some ten or fiftern minutes after the commencement of the action 
our epanker-gaff was shot away, and our ensign came down by the run. This 
was immediately replaced by another at the mizenmast-head, The firing now 
became very hot, and tho enemy's shot and shell soon began to tell upon our 
bull, knocking down, killing, and disabling a number of men in different 
parts of the ship, 

Perceiving that our shell, though spparently exploding against the enemy's 
sides, were doing him but little damage, I returned to solid-shot firing, and 
from this time onward alternated with shot and shell. 

After the lapse of about one hour and ten minutes our ship was ascertained 
to be in a sinking condition, the enemy’s shell having exploded in our sides and 
bet ween decks, opening large apertures, through which the water rushed with 
great rapidity. 

For some few minutes I bad hopes of being able to reach the French coast, 
for which purpose I gave the ship all steam, and set such of the fore and aft 
sails as were available. The ship filled so rapidly, however, that before we 
had made much progress the fires were extinguished in the furnaces, and we 
were evidently on the point of sinking. I now hauled down my colours, to 
prevent the further destruction of life, and dispatched a boat to inform the 
enemy of our condition, 

Although we were now but 400 yards from each other, the enemy fired upon 
me five times after my colours had been struck. It is charitable to suppose 
that a ship of war of a Christian nation could not have done this intentionally. 

We now turned all our exertions towards saving the wounded end such of 
the boys of the ship as were unable to swim. These were dispatched in my 
quarter-boats, the only boats remaining to me—the waist-boats having been 
torn to pieces, 

Some twenty minutes after my furnace fires had been extinguished, and 
the ship being on the point of settling, every man, in gbedience to a previous 
order which had been given the crew, jumped overboard and endeavoured to 
save himeelf. 

There was no appearance of any boat coming to me from the enemy after 
my ship went down. Fortunately, however, the steam yacht Deerhound— 
owned by a gentleman of Lancashire, England, Mr. John caster, who was 
himself on board—steamed up in the midst of my drowning men and rescued a 
number of both officers and men from the water. I was fortunate enough 
myself thus to escape to the shelter of the neutral flag, together with about 
forty others, al) told. 

About this time the Kearearge sent one, and then, tardil:, another boat. 

At the end of the engagement it was discovered by those of our officers who 
went alongside the enemy's ship with the wounded that her midship section on 
both sides was thoroughly iron-coated ; this having been done with chain con- 
structed for the purpose, placed perpendicularly from the rail to the woter's 
edge, the whole covered over by a thin outer planking, which gave no indi- 
cation of the armour beneath. 

This planking had been ripped off in every direction by our shot and shell, 
the chain broken and indented in many places, and forced partly into the 
ship's side. She was most effectually guarded, however, in this section from 
penetration. The enemy was much damaged in other parts, but to what 
extent it is now mpossible to teil ; it is believed he was badly crippled. 

My officers and men behaved steadily and gallantly ; and, though they have 
lost their ship, they have not lost honour. 

Where all behaved so well, it would be invidious to particulariee ; but I 
cannot deny myeeif the pleasure of saying that Mr. Kel), my First Lieutenant, 
deserves great credit for the fine condition in which the ship went into ac'‘ion, 
with regard to her battery, magazine, and shell-rooms, and that he rendered 
me great assistance by his coolness and judgment as the fight proceede?, 

The enemy was heavier than myself, both in ship, battery, and crew; but 
I did not know until the action was over that she was also iron-clad. 

Our total loses in killed and wounded is thirty—to wit, nine killed, twenty- 
one wounded, 

I have the honour to be, very respectfully, your obedient servant, 

R. Semmes, Captain. 

The Deerhound brought to Southampton Captain Semmes, thirteen 
officers, and twenty-six men of the Alabama, who have thus escaped 
the fate of their comrades taken on board the Kearsarge and made 
prisoners of war. ‘ihe crew of the Alabama was about 120 at the 
time she went out to fight. The Kearsarge returned to Cherbourg 
and anchored there in the afternoon. She had on board sixty-two of 
the Alabama's crew, and nine more were saved by a French pilot- 
boat. Ten wounded Confederates and three wounded Federals were 
taken to the Cherbourg hospital. 

We shall be able, in our next week's Number, to present some 
additional Illustrations of this naval duel in the English Channel, 
The sketch taken by Mr. Bryant on board the Hornet is engraved on 
another page.

A novel method of fighting General has been adopted—if we 
believe the telegrams—which we don’t—by General Grant. That 
soldier has commenced “ digging,” that is, we suppose he is about to un- 
dermine Lee's position, which, by-the-way, that prudent commander can, 
as we know, shift at a moment's notice, and, as his shifting really 
means retiring to a stronger position, tant pis for Grant. In the 
mean time, one or two little jottings unobserved in the great length 
of the telegrams peep out. ‘Ten thousand men have been lost in one 
week by the North ; these include a loss of five thousand in a useless 
brush—an affair of no moment—with Lee; and gold has risen to 
nearly double the value of the State currency—viz., 199. This does 
not look as if the Northerners were very sanguine ; and the knowledge 
that the South has realy lost perhaps half as many (to them) more 
valuable lives, does not give us any comfort. Cannot an attempt be 
made to mediate? Isit not our dutytodoso? Let our offer be that 
of a peacemaker, as humble, as gentle as it can be, but at least let it 
be made before circumstances crop out which will render interference 
as insulting as it will be useless, 

The difficulties of the Conference, which by the time this reaches 
our readers will have expired, unhonoured and unwept, have been 
omeney increased by circumstances which are based upon two 
pointsonly. The first is, it must not be forgotten, that in Germany 
this war of aggression is not owing to the King of Prussia or his 
Court, nor to M. von Bismarck, but to a popular movement, to gratify 
which the leaders of Germany have moved, What does the Emperor 
of Austria or the Court of Prussia care about Schleswig? And 
now the Conference has at last really ended. Both Prussia and 
Austria reject the mediation of England, and Denmark herself seems 
more willing to trust to war than to diplomacy. There was a rumour 
the Emperor of the French had been offered, but 
the two German Powers firmly repulse mediationof any Power repre- 
sented at the Conference. So far as we can see, everything points to 
war, in which we probably shail be involved, and from the very last 
quarter whence tw years ago we could have expected it. 

Anyone who has observed a street fight will find that the spectators, 
or a portion of them, are much more eager for the lively progress of 
hostilities than the belligerents themselves. In “ Harry Lorrequer” 
there is a capital story of two subalterns in an out-station who amused 
the long hours before dinner in fomenting a quarrel between their 
too-willing servants. Thaddy and Patrick at last fell to fisticuffs, 
and their respective masters hovered around them, each teaching his 
fellow how to planta blow. “ Close his eye with your left, Thaddy 
s0!” cried the lieutenant, throwing out his fist as an example. The 
fist not unnaturally fell upon his brother officer’s nose, and the row 
changed from a duelio to a parti-quatre, which was only inter- 
rupted by the sudden arrival of the general of the district, 
who ordered both officers into arrest. Something like this 
the French papers seem to be looking for. With a won- 
derful unanimity, they all assert that English honour wants 
vindicating, and that it is our duty to go to war with 
Germany. Bismarck flatters the French Emperor, and hints 
that, under certain circumstances, the French frontier can be 
more cheaply extended than by war. Prussia coolly insults us, and 
has been a great stumbling-block to all our proposals, even when we 
have won over the other parties; and so the principals of the two 
present belligerents are very likely to come to blows, like thesubalterns, 
whilst the master of thirty legions quietly bides his time to walk in 
and settle the difference his own way. 

Our own way to settle the above was, it is said, arbitration ; and 
the Kings of Holland and Italy were proposed as arbitrators. Should 
we be so happy as to terminate the matter thus, great glory will 
accrue to Lord Palmerston and his Foreign Secretary, who is at 
present the best-abused man in all Europe. 

A pleasant note comes from Italy. Garibaldi has at last spoken, 
and, in a letter to the editor of the Movimento, he thanks the English 
of all classes most warmly, and asserts that he left England “ without 
any hint or suggestion whatever.” The question between Mr. 
Gladstone and the working men—of whom, by-the-way, he is now 
the accepted leader—is therefore set at rest for ever.

THE DANO-GeERMAN WAR.—Berlin, June 23,—The semi- 
official Nord Deutsche Zeitung of to-day, says :—“ Advices received 
here from Schleswig state that the troops ure again moving north- 
wards to take up their position.

married, in 1813, George, fifth Duke of Gordon, who died in 1836; title 
extinct. Her Grace's will bears date September, 1862. After reciting several 
annuities, made chargeable upon her estate, she bequeaths a sum of £3000 
towards the building of the Gordon Schools and for the benefit of the Female 
School of Industry and Infant-school at Huntly.

LAYING THE FOUNDATION OF AN ENGLISH OHURCH 
AT STUTGARD, IN WIRTEMBERG. 


Few of our readers are probably aware of the rapid increase of 
English churches on the Continent. Seven years ago not a single 
church, properly speaking, existed in North Germany in which the 
Anglican worship exclusively was celebrated. The completion, in 
1858, of the little chapel at Bad-Ems, in Nassau, which claims to be 
the first erected in those parts, seems to have given an impetus to the 
movement. A fund was soon afterwards commenced at Wiesbaden, 
the capital of the same duchy; and the energy of the present 
Chaplain has been crowned with so much success that the shell of 
the building is already completed and the works going on, so that 
probably this church will be ready for consecration in August, 
Simultaneously with the commencement of the Wiesbaden fund one 
was undertaken at Baden, and the first stone of the proposed church 
was laid on the 2ist of May. A fund is also being collected at 
Wildbad. In the autumn of last year the Chaplain at Stutgard, in 
Wirtemberg—to whom also the erection of the Ems chapel is due— 
called a meeting of his congregation to take into consideration a 
— for procuring an iron church—scarcely hoping for anything 

yond this. Onthe morning of the meeting, however, he received 
an intimation from a lady who had been a member of his congre- 
gation for a short time only, placing at his disposal the munificent 
sum of £2000, afterwards increased to £2500, for the work which he 
contemplated. We present ovr readers with a sketch of the ceremony 
of laying the foundation-stone of this church, which took place on 
May 20. The ceremony was performed with great solemnity, in the 
presence of the Minister of the !nterior of the kingdom of Wirtewber;,, 
the authorities of the town, the Britisii Legation, zhe Roman Catholic 
and Greek cers men, the Prelate, King's Chaplains, and other 
ministers of the Lutheran body, and the English clergy from several 
neighbouring towns, ninein number. These, with the chapel-wardens, 
architect, and others, moved in procession to the site of the church, 
after the celebration of hoiy communion in the Palace Chapel, where 
the English service has lately been held.

THE THEATRES, 





The original Christy’s Minstrels have had caxtraordinary 
success at the Standard, where, notwithstanding the long period they 
have continued before the public, the reception they have experienced 
resembles more that bestowed on a successful novelty than on a time- 
worn entertainment. In other respects we have no theatrical news 
this week to communicate, no new drama having been produced nor 
old one revived. It may be mentioned, however, that Lord Byron's 
drama of “ Manfred” is announced for the City of London this 
(Saturday) evening; and it is so far gratifying that poetical 
taste should find a response in that quarter. In reviewing the 
past season we may not overlook the revivals at Drury Lane 
of “Manfred” and “ Henry I[V.,” as steps in the right direction ; 
and the adaptation of “ Donna Diana” at the Princess's may also 
be stated as a case in point. A poetic appreciation, also, was 
shown by the blank-verse production of ‘“ Deborah’’ at the 
Grecian, the extraordinary success of which was a demonstration 
that a mixed audience can be reached by pathos poetically ex- 
pressed if adequately ex) .ndec by a competent performer. The 
success of the same drar under the name of “Leah,” at the 
Adelphi, was also an argument on the same side, but not 
so strong because the version used was a prose one, and much of the 
dialogue pertaining to the heroine was abridged. The purpose of the 
adapter was evidently to present a successful melodrama, not a 
tragedy. In other respects, though the theatres have proceeded in 
their old way, yet there has been some improvement manifested. The 
last new piece at the Princess’—“ Light and Shadow”—has a 
more ambitious aim than a previous one, and will endure when 
“ Paul’s Return” shall no more be heard of. We may remark, 
also, some improvement at the Haymarket with reference to 
the new drama, founded on an apocryphal incident in David 
Garrick's life; however, the playwright was indebted to a foreign 
source for much of the play. The same is the case at the St, 
James's with regard to Mr. Boucicault’s comedy of the “‘ Fox-chase,” 
which is a curious example of dramatic combination, resulting in a 
plot not very probable in itself, but highly amusing. That the 
public will recognise merit we have a brilliant example at the 
Olympic, in the success of Mr. Tom Taylor's drama of “ The Ticket- 
of-Leave Man.” One peculiarity belongs to this—namely, the 
wonderfully perfect manner in which it is enacted, each cha- 
racter appearing to be exactly suited to its representative. 
The Strand has been, as usual, successful with its little pieces; and 
the steadiness of the management in a laudable career is to be com- 
mended, It is about to close, in order that alterations may be made 
for the convenience of the audience. The Standard too, we find, is 
about to be partly pulled down and re-erected, so as to enlarge its 
accommodation. Its interior will present a general resemblance to 
that of Drury Lane, and the boxes will be accommodated with chairs 
in the same fashion. To the East End it will then occupy the same 
position that Old Drury does to the West. Both claim to be national 
theatres,

INSPECTION OF THE CIVIL SERVICE 
BRIGADE BY THE PRINCE OF WALES. 
WE pregent an Engraving of the inspection of the Civil Service Rifle 
Brigade, by the Prince of Wales, its honorary Colonel, on Wednesday 
week, in the quadrangle of Somerset House. This place had been 
tastefully prepared for the occasion, and a vast quantity of coloured 
bunting had been employed in the erection of several handsome 
trophies, in the decoration of the buildings, and in the fitting up of a 
beautiful kiosk, with raised dais, on the western side of the square, for 
the Prince and Princess. Round the sides of the quadrangle seats 
were arranged, accommodating a large number of spectato rhe 
windows, and even the roofs, of the buildings were also crowded. A 
strong body of the Metropolitan Police, in their new uniform of tunic 
and helmet, under Superintendent Durkee and Inspector Deuning, 
kept the ground. 

The Civil Service regiment mustered strong, the following com- 
panies, equalised to twenty files each, being on the ground :—A Com- 
pany, Captain Hawker, Audit Office ; B Company, Captain Harrington, 
Post Office ; C Company, Captain T. Du Plat laylor, Post Office; F

regiment to which I myself belong. I have observed that all ranks 
have paid great attention to their drill, and have acquired an exceed- 
ingly satisfactory degree of steadiness. Yourgmuster to-day is very 
good ; for I understand that only sixty men of the whole regiment

CESNT#NARY celebrations appear to be the fortuitous fashion of the 
present year. Last month was commemorated, in some instances not 
very creditably, the tercentenary annivers: ary of the birth of our great 
Dramatic Bard. Some ten days previously, at the ancient town of 
wes, was celebrated an historical event of twofold antiquity—the 
memorable Battle of Lewes, fought in 1264; and on the lath inst. 
was held the sexcentenary festival of Merton College, Oxford, the first 
founded of English colleges. To trace through the historic vi-ta of 
six hundered years, wey this dawn of our college system by the wise 
and far-seeing Walter de Merton, would show an unbroken sequence 
of national benefits hardly to be paralleled. The leading feature of 
the new foundation of Merton was the union of secular studies with 
monastic discipline; and a recognition of general educati.n at this 
early period of the college system has a sort of parallel claim upon our 
attention at the present moment. The brilliant result was that Merton 
became the earliest home of science of a decidedly English school, 
and that for two centuries there was ne othe oundation, either in 
Oxford or Paris, which could at all com it n the cultivation of 
the sciences. The Mertonians, in the gale of their recent festival, 
must have been impressed with these truths in testin ony of the en- 
lightened foresight of their illustrious founder—the & st tribute tha 
could be rendered to his memory. Oxford. it has been well said, has 
a mass of buildings consecrated to some wise and holy purpose; but 
neither of them exceeds in thoughtful interest the model coli ge of 
Merton, with its six centuries of religious and secular history and 
civilisation, and its picturesque illustrations of the best per ods of 
English architecture.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


THE House of Commons has got itself into a very satisfactory state of 
titillation, The real objects and purposes which two-thirds of the 
members of that assembly seek in becoming members is just now 
attained—that is, they possess a better because more common and 
varied ground for gossip than any exclusive club, and because they 
are amused and excited be tween half-past four and dinne-time. Every 
evening of late Ministerial crises have been expected, an’ crowds gather 
and wait, and hope, until Lord Palmerston comes in, when they discover 
that that cunning old fox is too acute to give them the run they ex- 
pected, and the meet breaks up.

ROYAL ASSENT.—The Royal assent was given by commission to the fol- 
lowing bills :— Under Secretary's Indemnity, Registration of Voters (Scotland), 
Local Government Supplemental, Naval Agency and Distrivution, Naval 
Prize, Naval Prize Acts Report, Chain Cables and Anchora, Common Law 
Procedure (Ireland), Insane Prisoners Act Amendment, Court of Justiciary 
(Scotland), and upwards of one hundred private bills 

The Royal Commissioners were the Lord Chancellor, the Duke of Argyll, 
and Lord Wensleydale. 

THE DANO-GERMAN QUASTION.—Earl RUSSELL said that a few evenings 
ago he had stated that in a few days either preliminaries for peace would be 
arranged between Germany and Denmark or war would be recomme:.ced. He 
was rorry to ay that the latter alternative was likely to be the result, and that 
hostilities would probably be resumed on Sunday. On Monday next he pro- 
posed to lay on the table the protocol ef the Conference, and in so coing to 
state the general course of the negotiations. 

BRIBERY AND CORKRUPTION.—Lord BROUGHAM laid upon the table a bill 
to prevent bribery and corruption in returning members to the House of 
Commons. The bill was read a firet time. 

FACILITIES FOR DIVINE SERVICE IN COLLEGIATE SCHOOLS BILL.—The 
Bishop of OXFORD moved the second reading of this bill, Such of the clergy 
as had expressed an opinion upon it highly approved of ite provisions. and 
thought it would aid in the education of the people.—The Earl of SHAFTESBURY 
totally disapproved of the bil. Very few of the clergy, he was quite sure, had 
the remotest idea of the powers contained in the bill. He concluded by moving 
that the bill be read this day three months.—The Archbishop of CANTERBURY 
was not prepared for the extent of the noble Earl's opposition. The bill only 
legalised an existing practice.—Lord PORTMAN thought if the bill did not act 
upon any other than chartered schools there could be no objrction to it.—The 
LORD CHANCELLOR disapproved of the bill.-The Bishop of LON Dox thought 
it would be perhaps better to defer the second re ading of the bill, in order that 
it might be more thoroughly discussed —After some furiher discussion the 
Bishop of OxroRD replied to the objections raised. It was easily to be under- 
stood that the preaching in the country churches calculated to do the pea-antry 
good was not such as would suit the sons of gentlemen being educated in the 
grammar schools.—The amendment was ultimately withdrawn and the bill 
read a second time.

WEIGHING OF GRAIN (PORT OF LONDON) BILL. 

Mr. CRAWFORD moved the second reading of this bill.” 

Mr. AYRTON opposed it on the ground that the Corporation had 
received a monopoly of erecting marketa in London within a radius 
of seven miles and receiving the tolls for the measuring of the 
grain. He considered that that was a tax wpon the werking man and the

Corporation corn market, but had epent the money on feasta and largesres to 
the citizens. He contended that the bill was more in the character of a 
private than a public bill. He moved an amendment to the effect that, inas- 
much as the bill sought to enlarge and alter the powers of the Corporation of 
the city of London to levy a rate or duty and to alter existing rates and 
duties on grain and reeds imported into the pert of London, for the use and 
benefit of the Corporation of London, the House was of opinion that the 
bill ought not to be proceeded with until the standing orders relating to private 
bi'la be duly complied with. 

Colonel W. PATTEN appealed to the Speaker to eay whether the bill 
was really a priva‘e or a public one. 

The SPEAKER enid it must be borne in mind that the bill hat not originat«d 
from a private petition of the Corporation of the city of London, but was one 
that had grown out of a public act which had been parsed for the weighing of 
grain. He thought it was a public bill, and suggested that. under ali the cir- 
cumstances of the case, the best course would be to refer the matter to a Select 
Committee. 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER appesled to Mr. Ayrton to withdraw 
his amendment and let the details of the bill be discussed before a Select 
Committee.

The order of the day was then read for the adjourned debate upon the 
motion of fir H. CAIRNS, “ That, in the opinion of this House, the rules 
sanctioned by the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland on the 21st 
of Nove mber, 1863, are, eo far as regards their operation on the aid afforded 
to convent and monastic schools, at variance with the principles of the s) stem 
of national education.” 

Tue O'Cororn DON commenced the adjourned debate, and, in a epeech of 
considerable lergth, opposed the resolution, and replied to many of the etate- 
ments of Sir Hugh Cairns on the subject of convent and monastic schools 

The debate was continved by Mr. BLACK, who supported the motion. 

Mr. HENNESSY moved to lcave out the words “ so far as regards their opera 
tion on the aid afforded to convent and monastic schoo!s.” 

The amendment was second: d by Mr. BLAKE. 

Sir R. Pee. contended for the national system in Ireland, that it had been 
prodactive and was still productive of great good to that country, and, while 
admitting that the grants to conventual schools were not in strict accordance 
with the rules, stated that thore schoo's had worked admirably. Ue, however, 
deprecated any att: mpt to establish a system of denominational grants, 

Mr. Maguire, Mr. Lefroy, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and others, 
having elaborately argued the subject, 

Sir H. CAIRNS replied 

On a division Mr. Hennesry’s amendment was rejected by 112 to 8, 

The original motion was then put and negatived by 91 to 59.

CON VOCATION.— Lord HOUGHTON gave notice that on Tueslay next he 
should ask a question regarding the powers of the Convocation of the province 
of Canterbury. 

THE BRAZILIAN SLAVE TRADE.—Lord BROUGHAM gave notice that on 
Tuesday he would call attention to and express his high approbation of the 
course pursned by the Government of Brazil in totally abolishing the slave 
trade. 

THE ROYAL ACADEMY.—The Earl of STANHOPE called attention to the 
present position of the Royal Academy, and asked what forther steps the 
Government intended taking in reference to it.—Lord 8T. LEOXARDS con- 
demned the recom mendaticns of the Commissionere, which would destroy and 
not remodel the Royal Academy. He trusted that the Government would 
deal liberally with it as regards the question of the site. Lord Tacyron 
deprecated too much Government interference with the fine arta, which, like 
every other institution, would, in this country, thrive better perfectly un- 
trammelied than if subjected to the control of a Ministerial depart- 
ment or a  diliitante committce.—Lord HOUGHTON expreesed bis 
regret that a body like the Royal Academy, which had done its duty loyally to 
the country and the canse of the fine arta, had of late become ro unpopular 
He expreseed a general approval of the admireion of the lay el ment. 0 as to 
make the Academy an object of high distinction ard not lower it by sdmitting 
the associates and younger members at once to full privileges.—A ier some 
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remarks from the Duke of Rutland, Lord Hardinge, and Lord Senhtent, Earl | 
GHANVILLE eaid it was impossible ‘not to feel that the Academy, consisting 
of the mo-t able artists of the country enjoyed a position of great public 
importance. It was tbis feeling which induced the Government to appoint 
a Royal Commision, which made a mort able report. Tuat report was 
referred to the Royal Academ;, which bad, in reply, presented an address to 
her Maje ty, who, however, declined to reply to it personally, and had left the 


question to the consideration of the Government. With respect 
to the first question of the noble Lord, the Honse of Commons 
had rejected the provosal to leave the Royal Academy in Trafalgar- 
square with enlarged space, and that decision the Government 
would bow to. As regaided the second question, he agreed that 


nothing would be more unwise than for the Government to take upon itself 
the regulation of the fine arts; but, without doing thi+, it might usefully 
insist upon certain regulations calculated to popularise and to make the 
Academy more efficient for public purposes in return for the facilities which 
were afforded it. The Government had not had time to consider these detaile, 
and he could not give a pledge as to any particular course.—The tubject 
then dropped. 

Noxious VAPOURS FROM CHEMICAL WORKs.—Lord RAVENSWoriit 
asked some questions with respect to the operation of the recent Act for pre- 
venting noxious vapours from chemical works. His experience was that it 
had already become a dead letter.— Lord STANLEY of ALDERLEY said that the 
Act only came into operation on the lst of January last, and, as yet, they had 
not received the report of the inspector ; bnt he was in formed that the re-ults 
were mst eatisfactory.—The Earl of DERBY expres:ed a hope that the Act 
would be extended.

THE KEARSARGE.—Lord ©. PAGET, in reply to Mr. Corry, said he con” 
sidered it unnecessary to send an officer to Cherbourg to examine and report 
upon the mode adopted to strengthen the rides of the Kearsarge against shot 
and shell, as information had been obtained on that subject when the vessel 
was in dock in this country. 

THE BLUE ENsiGN.— Lord C. PAGET, in reply to Mr. Crawford, stated that 
the privilege of bearing the blue ensign would be conceded to merchant vessels 
commanded and partly managed by officers and men of the Royal Reserve, 
Theie wou 4 in future be but three ensigns—-one white, for the Navy; one 
blue, for the Naval Reserve ; and one red, for the Mercantile Marine ; and the 
ranks would be—Admira}l, Vice-Admiral, and Rear-Admiral. 

TRANSPORTATION TO ENGLAND.—Mr. D, SEYMOUR called attention to 
the prectice of the authorities cf Jersey in transporting to England a!) paupera 
and vagabonds convicted in Jersey. He knew not upon what authority this 
practice was grounded. He believed about fifty pereons per annum were de- 
ported from Jerecy, principally to Sonthampton and other ports.— Sir G. GREY 
said the subject had engaged the attention of Government, and communiea- 
tions had been entered into with the Governor of Jersey. Every information 
cn the subject would be laid upon the table of the house, 


THE MALT DUTY. 

On the motion for going into Committee of Supply, 

Mr. MORRITT moved a resolution to the effect that, 
modification of the indirect taxation of the country, 
malt, &c., demanded consideration. He observed that this was no 
question of a party character. He considered that his proj osition 
was just, reasonable, and equitable. No one would deny that the tax 
stood alone in this res;ect, that it was slmost the only tax that bad not 

been modified or in tome respect changed. The malt tax bad another pecu- 
liarity, and that was, that it was levied upon the English producer upon the 
soil of England —upon that v hich it produced, upon that which it manufac 
tured, and upon that which the people consumed. It was an incontrovertible 
fact that every man who drank beer paid the malt duty. and, therefore, it fell 
very heavily upon the poor man, The malt tex hung like a millstone round 
the neck of the farmer, It pressed most heavily upon that class of people who 
contributed most largely to the public benefit in the shape of poor and other 
rates, 

Mr. HENNESSY seconded the motion. 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER did not ark the House to negative 
the proposition on the ground that it was not desirable io effect some change 
in the malt duty, but becaure he considered that it would be unwise to pledg 
the House with regard to any future reduction of texa’ion, when such pledge 
might have an embarrassing ¢ffect on the future operation of tre Government, 
preventing them from making such remisious as from time to time might be 

| considered mort beneficial to the general interests of the country. 

Lord J. MANNERS supported the motion, and condemned the malt tax as 
unjust in principle, unequal in its operation, and productive of the worst 
conerqnences by encouraging intemperance amongst the industrious classes. 

Mr, URQUHART alro supported the motion, and urged the abolition of the 
tax with a view to the health of the people, which was at prerent en- 
dangered by the most pernicious compounds, in the shape of beer, which the 
poorer classes were obliged to conrume, 

Mr. NEATE contended that the owners and occupicre of land were to lightly 
taxed and had so many adventeges that they were not entitled to ask the 
Hlouse to favour them still further in the way of taxation. 

Mr. NEWDEGATE raid if any immediate alteration in the revenve were con- 
temp'ated he :hould vote against the motion; but as it cnly contemplated 
future action he should vote for it. 

Upon a division, the motion was ngatived by a majority cf 188 against 166,

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FOOT-RACES AT THE ANNUAL FESTIVAL OF THE ASYLUM FOR IDIOTS, EARLSWOOD, 


THE annual festival provided by a kind and judicious management 
for the inmates of the Earlswood Asylum, near Redhill, took place 
on Thursday week. A numerous company of the friends and patrons 
of that institution, with other visitors, had come to witness the 


EXUIBITION OF 


enjoyment of these poor young folks in the sports and pastimes of the 
day. There were games of cricket, football, and croquet, Aunt Sally, 
Punch and Judy, races, and jumping-matches for prizes. The 
patients appeared to enter into these games with considerable 


leasure, and with an unexpected display of skill and intelligence. 
We have engraved a sketch, by our own artist, representing the foot- 
race. At half-past five o'clock, at a given signal, the whole of them 
sat down in a ring on the grass and had tea, which was partaken of

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in a most orderly manner, and at half-past six a fire-balloon was sent 
up, much to theirdelight. The proceedings were ra a conclusion 
hy several songs and glees being performed by the Earlswood singing 
class and negro troupe, the singers keeping excellent time and tune— 
being a proof of how much care must be bestowed upon their mental 
cultivation. The band of the Coldstream Guards performed during 
the day, and the lawn in front of the building was _ dressed up 
with flags and tents. The Earlswood Asylum now holds 377 inmates, 
who are divided into classes, and accommodated according to their 
rates of payment—those paying the lowest being placed on the same 
footing as the non-paying inmates. The visitors, who went over the 
whole house, were fully satisfied with the arrangements for the dif- 
ferent classes—private bed-rooms and sitting-rooms for those who can 
afford thera, large airy dormitories comfortably furnished for the 
second-class, and for the third-class and elected patients apartments 
quite as comfortable, but not quite so elegant. The scrupulous clean- 
liness and neatness of every part of the building, furniture, and 
appointments was especially admired. On the farm there is a stock of 
very fine milch cattle and some thriving pigs ; but new farm buildings 
are much needed, a fact well known to the bo» |, who are determined 
to pay off debts before incurring the expense. Such an institution, 
however, ought not to be left in want of funds. 


THE MUSEUM OF SIR JOHN SOANE. 
Jone is one of the three months of the London season in which 
ure-house of art can be most fully visited by the public; 
n acceunt, as well as on that of the wing interest of 
Museum, the present time may be considered most oppor- 
tune for its illustration. Although more than thirty years have 
elapsed since Sir John Soane munificently made this gift to 
the nation of the results of a long and active professional life- 
time, the full appreciation of the value of the bequest has 
been of slow growth; which, however, has been quickened of late 
by the increased attention paid to the culture of art and its diffusion 
among all classes of the people. That the son of a Berkshire brick- 
layer or petty builder should by his own energies have raised himself 
from poverty and obscurity to a position of opulence and celebrity is 
a memorable triumph of “ self help,” although not chronicled by Mr. 
S.iles in his popular volume bearing that title. To the circumstance 
of Soane, when a boy, being taken as a messenger into the office of 
Dance, the architect, is to be attributed his following that profession. 
From an errand-boy he became a pupil, first of Dance and then of 
Ho! land, another eminent architect ; with the latter Soane remained to 
the time of his being sent to Italy for three years, at the recommenda- 
tion ef Sir William Chambers, in consequence of Soane’s design for a 
triumphal bridge having obtained the gold medal, The Royal 
Academy pension of £60 a year was then conferred upon him that he 
might prosecute his studies in Rome; he diligently improved this 
privilege for a few years. After his return from Italy he was elected 
architect and surveyor to the Bank of England. Another timely 
aivantage was his succeeding to a very considerable fortune in right 
of his wife. Other advantageous appointments followed, including 
that of architect to the Houses of Parliament, of the destruction of 
which by fire he once uttered a sort of prevision. He was kept in 
constant occupation for many years, and became unrivalled in making 
estimates, in knowledge of the value and quality of materials, in direct- 
ing sound construction, and in the skilful arrangement of plans, cor 
bined with study and taste in a remarkable degree. Subsequently he 
was elected Professor of Architecture to the Royal Academy, and in 
1851 received the honour of knighthood. 
A few years before his death Sir John Soane retired from his pro- 
fession, and devoted himself to the completion of his house on the 
rth side of Lincoln’s-inn-fields, where he had resided since 1792, when 
the mansion for himself. Of its extent the elevation 
i elds conveys but an imperfect idea, since its 
ith of the front and two adjoining houses.

plan of the catacomb, which is excavated to a depth of one hundred 

ards into the solid rock. The sarcophagus is completely covered with 

ieroglyphics and 659 figures, all of which were originally filled in 
with a blue paste. The subjects on both sides are of a religious 
character, while that on the floor of the sarcophagus is personal. 
Two subjects of particular interest were pointed out, one as repre- 
senting the ancient Cosmical philosophy, and the other as exhibiting 
in a very perfect manner the doctrine of the Metempsychosis. Mr. 
Bonomi also stated that the sarcophagus revealed two remarkab’e 
features which have not been seen in any other example : the first in 
the existence of two holes at each end of the lid, for the admission of 
ropes to ensure the gradual adjustment of the cover into its proper 
place ; and the next the evidence of a means of preserving tne edges 
of the sarcophagus from fracture during the process of lowering, and 
affording the means of hermetically closing it. The sarcophagus is 
formed of a large mass of arragonite. The seventeen fragments 
which formed part of the cover have recently been put together, 
under the direction of Mr. Bonomi, and can be inspected in a room 
above stairs. 

We have not space io detail the fragments of antique sculpture and 
architectural ornaments which decorate the walls of this chamber ; 


the bust of Heydegger, Master of the Revels to King George II. 

Eastward is the Crypt, with several cork models of ancient tombs 
and sepulchral chambers from Sicily: in one lie the remains of the 
deceased, amid paintings, vases, and other funereal accompaniments. 

In the ground floor of the museum are marble fragments of archi- 
tectural ornaments, sculpture, busts, plaster casts, and models; and 
under the dome is a marble bust of Soane, by Chantrey; on the 
pedestal are two small statues cast from models by Flaxman ; here are 
also four models by this great English sculptor. 

The Breakfast-Room has some interesting prints, pictures, and 
drawings; a rich)y-mounted pistol, once belonging to Peter the 
Great and Napoleon I., of whom there is a portrait in his twenty- 
eighth year, painted by Gorma, a Venetian artist, and valued by 
Josephine as an excellent likeness; also a miniature of Napoleon, 

ainted at Elba, in 1814, by Isabey. This room is shown in our third 
llustration. 

In the south Drawing-Room are Hogarth’s eight paintings, the 
Rake’s Progress, from Alderman Beckford’s Collection, purchased by 
Soane for 570 guineas. Here are several interesting drawings and 
prints ; the gold, silver, and bronze medals struck by the architects 
of England in honour of Soane ; and a complete collection of the 
Napoleon medals. Here, too, are the ivory table and four ivory 
chairs formerly Tippoo Saib’s. 

The north Deawing-Room contains a large collection of architec- 
tural drawings (chiefly of Soane’s buildings); “Van Tromp’s 
Barges entering the Texel,” by Turner, and several other paintings 
and sketches by modern masters. Upon tables are displayed several 
illuminated MSS., a MS. Tasso, the first three editions of Shakspeare, 
sketch-books of Sir Joshua Reynolds, and other curiosities. 

The Tivoli Recess is noticeable for its interesting casts and models, 
and the Morning-Room for its paintings, drawings, and engravings: 
one item is a bust of Shakspeare, enriched by all the flowers men- 
tioned in his works. 


From the Model-Room we get a fine view of Lincoln’s-inn Gardens; |

Lindsey House, a work of go Jones; the College of Surgeons, 
Lincoln’s-inn Hall and Library, St. Paul’s Cathedral, the Houses of 
Parliament, &c. Some of the models in this room are by Flaxman ; 
the drawings by Soane are interesting memorials of his works. 
Among what may be termed professional curiosities are the watch, 
measuring-rods, and compasses, of Sir Christopher Wren. 
the drawings, those of Thorpe, the Elizabethan architect, are very 
fine. The antiquities and curiosities are as useful to artists and 
-drawers as the new rooms in the Louvre, at Paris. The entire 
Jollection cost Sir John Soane £50,000. It is not merely interesting 
as a sight or showhouse, but of great service for artistic study in 
architecture, sculpture, painting, and house-decoration. 
Sir John Soane was a man of irritable tem and overweening 
vanity : his success raised up a large crop o' envy: and cunning 
ms worried him so intensely that we once of his shutting 
imself up in a villa on Richmond-hill to get out of the way of his 
tormentors.

Having done with the blushing Sir Thomas, who, however, need 
not ‘dread to speak of ninety-eight,” or rather ninety-nine, he pro- 
ceeded gracefully to recognise another countryman with, “ Now, J say, 
Lord Naas!” and would tell him a story, not of his Lordship’s flocks 
and herds this time, but of his own contempt of pleura, because he 
had the grandchildren, blooming, and fresh, and fair, of an old cow which 
nearly died of it. Scabby sheep he rather liked on the whole, as “ their 
livers are always sosound ;” and when Mr, Hunt, of course, sounded him 
on the morality of the question, he had known a great many honest men 
send them to market. Scab, which he pleasantly compared to “a 
child with the Scotch fiddle,” seemed his great subject, and how he 
vot them “ as free as that table there ;” and then he appealed to Mr. 

<ilbee behind him, in the most free-and-easy manner, for confirmation 
of astory about a Shropshire ram. In fact, he wandered very much 
at his own sweet will, and how the shorthand-writer staggered after 
him we know not. It was generally believed that he would be the 
last witness, and if the division-bell hed not rung at that moment, 
and changed the discussion with closed doors into a Scurry Stakes, 
more might have transpired. As the inquiry proceeds, it seems 
to be more and more evident that the very persons whose interests 
it is the avowed object of the Legislature to protect are really 
those most deeply opposed to the bill. They want to be left to 
conduct their own business, at their own risk, without such official 
dry-nursing, and they regard the great army of locusts which 
would overrun the land in the shape of inspectors as an utter 
nuisance and delusion.

At all events, if Professor Gamgee is satisfied with the inquiry, they 
most certainly are. The evil, as far as it exists, seems to them to be 
self-preventive. Men dare not, for fear of the future consequences to 
their business, bring beasts and sheep to market when their diseased 
condition is patent; and, if it is not, the endless litigation and quar- 
rela which would arise from their being condemned on mere suspicion 
would be a most serious check to business, In fact, they consider 
that an army of inspectors, such as Professor Gamgee might propose 
to educate, would be physically powerless at Falkirk and Ballinasloe, 
and practically powerless for anything but annoyance in a smaller 
sphere of action.

THE SCHOONER-MATCH OF THE ROYAL THAMES 
YACHT CLUB. 
AmMoNG the spectators of the schooner-race, on Thursday week, 
from Tilbury to the Nore and back again, were the Prince of Wales, 
Prince Alfred, and Prince Louis of Hesse, on board the Water Lily, 


the yacht of Lord Alfred Paget, Commodore of the Royal Thames 
Yacht Club. Their Royal Highnesses went down by rail to Tilbury, 
and there embarked. The Water Lily was towed by the steamer 
Eagle, which anchored on arriving at the Nore, so that the 
ara competing in the race passed round the stern of the 
ater Lily, in the manner shown by our Illustration, as they 
turned to come up the river. They rounded the Water Lily in 
the following order :—The Intrepid, 68 tons, belonging to Count 
F. de Monceau; the Iolanthe, 75 tons, Mr. H. Bridson; the 
Albertine, 153 tons, Lord Londesborough; the Madcap, 70 tons, 
Mr. J. 8. A. Dunbar; the Galatea, 131 tons, Mr. T. Broadwood ; the 
Cissy, 121 tons, Mr, F, K. Dumas; the Fleur-de-lis, 80 tons, Mr. H. 
’, Birch ; the Blue Bell, 70 tons, Mr. ¥, Edwards ; the Flying Fish, 42 
Mr. G, Jessop; the Medea, 69 tons, Mr. W. J. Rideout ; the 
Aquiline, 59 tons, Mr. H. Chamier. Those above one hundred tons 
burden—namely, the Cissy, Albertine, and Galatea—were in the first 
class, and the prize for which they contended was a piece of plate 
valued at £100; those of less than one hundred tons composed the 
second clase, and their prize was a piece of plate worth £50. The 
race was open to all yacht clubs. The wind was southerly, and very 
light; the yachta, therefore, could not do their best, yet, as they 
rounded at the Nore, they presented a beautiful sight ; the Albertine, 
indeed, almost covered the view of the Iolanthe, while the others were in 
acluster. The flood tide had just set in, and they tacked over to the north 
side of the river, the Albertine crossing right away from the other 
vessels, but the Intrepid still leading. The wind soon freshened, and 
the foremost yachts were lost to view. The steamer and Water Lily 
followed. By this time, however, the competitors were dispersed so 
widely, and so intermixed with other yachts not in the race, that it was 
difficult to make them out. The race finished with the success of the 
Albertine, which got home nine seconds before the Madcap and three 
minutes and a half before the Intrepid; the Iolanthe being six 
minutes later than the Intrepid at the last. The Water Lily was then 
brought alongside the steamer, and the Prince of Wales, having ex- 
pressed his gratification at the race, presented the prizes to Lord 
Londesborough and Mr. Dunbar. Their Royal Highnesses returned 
to London by the Tilbury railroad, as they had come.

Tur IGUANIDA.—We select a few notes respecting this 
remarkable family from M. Sumichrast’s paper on Mexican reptiles inserted in 
the Annals of Natural History. He speaks especially of two genera—the 
Iguana rhinolopha (the green iguana), and the Cyclura (the black iguana). 
The former is essentially herbivorous, M. Sumichrast never finding anything 
in its stomach butteaves and berries. The adult animals of both genera are 
about 30 in. long. The iguense inbabic the water more than the cyclurm, as 
being n fitted for swimming. The cyclure frequently dwell in forest 
giades that have been covered with water in the rainy season. Here they are 
sought for and captured by the Indians, who regard their flesh as a royal dish, 
and who exert much patience and ingenuity in extracting the animal from 
the dried mud. When once seized by the neck, the unfortunate cyclura un- 
cergoes an operation which must deprive it of all power of resistance or hope 
of flight. With the point of a knife the hunter cuts the skin of its checks 
along the upper jaw, and pasees throngh this aperture the slender and flexible 

lana, which he then unites firmly beneath the chin so as to prevent 
any movement of the lower jaw. This done, he half pulls off the last joint of 
the toes on both the fore feet, attaches one to the other by means of the tendon 
which is thus laid bare, and passes them behind the head. The same operation 
is repeated with the hind feet, which are aleo crossed upon the back. Thus 
garotted, the animal is unable to bite, scratch, or make its escape. When 
young the iguana is easily tamed. The green iguana does not seem to 
dread alligators: but the black iguana has a lively fear of them, and has even 
fied to man when an alligator has bee 
tenacious of life. 
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CURRENT LITERATURE, 


William Shakspeare. By Victor Hugo. (1 vol. Hurst and Blackett.) 
This is the “ authorised Ynglish translation” of that brilliant pro- 
duction to which M. Hugo has prefixed the words, “To England I 
dedicate this book, the glorification of her t. I tell England the 
truth ; but, as a land illustrious and free, I admire her, and, as an 
asylum, I love her.” It is pleasant to see genius paying homage to 

enius, Victor Hugo offering a graceful tribute to the memory of 
William Shakspeare; and the original and masterly, if, at the 
same time, somewhat fantastic, style in which the subject has 
been treated is worthy of the author’s grand reputation. His 
freedom of thought and language is perfectly in harmony 
with his well-known litical opinions, but to precise 
Englishmen will seem occasionally to border upon license. At the 
same time, his terse phrases, his epigrammatic turns, and his rich 
fancy give inexpressible charm to his composition. And if his pre- 
vision of the glory which was to accompany the “Shakspeare Ter- 
centenary ” was not destined to be confirmed by the reality, it is the 
less to be regretted, as the author's first motive for writing the book 
was not connected with the “Tercentenary,” but with a “desire of 
introducing, as they say in England, before the public the new 
translation of Shakspeare”—to wit, the translation by M. Frangois 
Victor Hugo. Let us conclude with the following estimate :— 
“ Shakspeare is the great glory of England. England has in politics 
Cromwell, in philosophy Bacon, in science Newton—three lofty men 
of genius. But Cromwell is tinged with cruelty and Bacon with 
meanness; as to Newton,: edifice is now shaking on its base, 
Shakspeare is pure, which C omwell and Bacon are not; and im- 
movable, which Newton is n Moreover, he is higher as a genius. 
Above Newton there are Co; ernicus and Galileo; above Bacon there 
are Descartes and Kant; above Cromwell there are Danton and 
Bonaparte; above Shakspeare there is no one, Shakspeare has 
equals, but not a superior.” And this is certainly as complimentary 
an estimate as could be expected from a countryman of Voltaire. 

My Indian Journal. By Colonel W.Campbell. (1 vol. Edmonston 
and Douglas.) The Englishman has a better faith to rest upon, and 
a better hereafter to look forward to, than either the Mohammedan or 
the Red Indian ; but, were it otherwise, it is nearly certain that his 
imagination would lead him to yearn less for the Paradise where 
Mohammed's almond-eyed houris are believed to minister to the 
faithful than for the happy hunting-grounds which the Great 
Spirit is supposed to have in readiness for Red Indians who have 
departed this life in all the odour of savage sanctity ; for hunting isa 
passion with the Englishman ; and it is almost wonderful that in this 
age, which delights to raise testimonials and monuments to long-dead 
worthies whose names have become household words, no fitting tribute 
has been paid to Nimrod, the mighty hunter. Itis the glorious East in 
which the Englishman of our day finds the hunting-grounds which 
please him best ; and even he who has never drawn a trigger or couched 
a spear loves to read of others’ feats, who have stood face to face in 
stern encounter with kingly lion and royal tiger, and rugged bear and 
tusky boar; and his delight is much enhanced when the author whose 
work he reads is so accomplished a sportsman, so trustworthy a 
narrator, and so pleasant, graphic, lively a writer as the author of 
“The Old Forest Ranger.” It is not too much, then, to wish, and 
even to prophesy, for “‘ My Indian Journal” a reception as favourable 
as that which was accorded to Colonel Campbell’s previous publi- 
cation. Descriptiens of wild animals and of the modes of hunting 
them, with notes by Mr. Walter Elliot, an experienced naturalist, and 
with excellent illustrations by Messrs. Noel Paton and Wolfe, form 
the chief themes of the volume which we have now the opportunity 
of recommending to public notice. He who hunts will, no doubt, read 
with pleasure, and he who does not perhaps with more; for the latter 
will have no favourite crotchets, no points on which to differ from 
the author. 

Maurice Dering. By the Author of “Guy Livingstone.” (2 vols. 
Tinsley.) Our author is welcome home to his own field of literature. 
Puerile abuse of Transatlantic officials, diffuse narration of personal 
adventure, and vague threats against an absent enemy for real or 
imaginary insult, such as one wondered at in “ Border and Bastille,” did 
not become him, and one is glad to see him returning to the style in 
which he shines without a rival. There is, no doubt, a heathenish 
element in his muscularity ; but his muscular heathens are gallant gen- 
tlemen. They are what the authors of “ Guesses at Truth” would have 
called “ the devil’s gentlemen ;” but dash (in a novel) covers a multi- 
tude of sins, and one’s horror at their ruthlessness, their vengefulness, 
and their godlessness is forgotten in the contemplation of their un- 
flinching, uncompromising, unhesitating spirit. This is, of course, in a 
moral point of view, wrong ; nor should we recommend “Guy Living- 
stone's” books for Sunday-school reading, or for the every-day education 
of “ the young idea ;” they are rather too strong meat for babes; but 
for those who are old enough and thoughtful enough to counteract by 
cool judgment the perilous fascination which stories, wherein most of the 
women are beautiful and frail to the verge if not to the act of adultery, 
wherein the seducer is handsome as Paris and fearless as Ajax, wherein 
gambling, and duelling, and pitiless vengeance are introduced in a 
manner which modifies their hideousness, exercise over the old Adam, 
such books are really charming to read. They stir the blood and 
quicken the pulse, whether we read of a race for lite, of a guilty love 
too rashly spoken, of a pure love guessed but never told, of womanly 
hate and womanly revenge, of a gallant fight with a savage bear, of 
ineolence duly chastised, of a duel fought for friendship’s sake, or of 
quarter asked and sternly refused. Indeed, for picturesque and 
exciting description where war, or love, or sport is concerned, there 
is none who excels the author of “Guy Livingstone.” He is essen- 
tially physical, and that quality often carries him to the brink of 
absurdity ; for he leads you to suppose that a man who towers above 
his fellows, whose sinews stand out “ like strained cordage,” who can 


| crush a fellow-creature’s breastbone in with his heel, and who accom- 


panies his muscular feats with a “ horrible blasphemy,” is entitled to 
more consideration than a weaker creature at the hands of his 
Maker; as if the potter should handle the big pitcher with 
more respect than the little one. This peculiarity, how- 
ever, is, fortunately, not #0 noticeable in the present work 
as in the author's first production. “Maurice Dering” is also 
called “ The Quadrilateral.” The quadrilateral is human, and 
consists of four friends, of whom Maurice Dering is one. He is the 
“cool captain” (familiar to all who have read “Sword and Gown”), 
with a difference. He has the superhuman strength, the superhuman 
nerve, and the superhuman passionlessnesa, but he lacks the tigerish 
ferocity which formed so remarkable a characteristic of—if we 
remember the name correctly—Captain Keene. Maurice Dering 
requires considerable provocation before his latent taste for blood is 
— to perfection, when he rapidly develops into a destroying 
angel, inexorable and impassible, Of the other three living sides or 
angles of the quadrilateral, one is a fragile but “thoroughbred” 
gentleman (without physical force or physical fear), such as our 
author leves to draw ; another, aclergyman, reminds one forcibly of 
the sturdy, non-fighting barrister (if we are not mistakén) who beards 
the “cool captain” in “ Sword and Gown ;” and the fourth is a cynic 
philosopher, without any particular physical attributes or defecta, so 
that he seems quite strange in the portrait-gallery of the author of 
“ Guy Livingstone.” These four friends formed a fortress which might 
have held out “ against fair or open assault,” but “ what wonder if the 
battle went hard against them at the last? If a woman—wily 


| or wicked—be once within the walls, never was ravelin or rampart 


that long could keep the besiegers at bay.” A few idle hours 
may be worse spent than in reading how the wily woman crept 
in and how the fortress fell by treachery. The book is not nearly so 
perfeet a composition as “ Guy Livingstone ;” but it is full of “go,” 
and if we are inclined to hope that the women are for the most part 
exceptional, such exceptions are certainly to be found. The old 
slashing style of writing and the power of apt illustration from the 
works of masters are not lacking ; but the author seems to be getting 
a little rusty in respect of his Roman calendar. It surely used to be 
the 5th of November when that part of the University curriculum 
which consists of a fistic encounter with townsmen was annually gone 
through ; and the 5th of November should be called the “ Nones,” 
not the “ Ides” (vol. i., p. 155). There are symptoms, also, that our 
author is gradually working round to “muscular Christianity ;” for 
one component of the “quadrilateral” is an outspoken, honest 
clergyman ; andthere are througkvut the novel shadows of a forth- 








coming change in the heroes, so that we may hope before long to see 
the “cool captain ” at least as nearly a Christian as Festus, if not as 
closely associated with the prophets as Saul. 

Memoirs of Joseph Sturge. By Wenry Richard. (i vol. 8. W. 
Partridge.) It seems almost a mockery to commemorate the dead 
whose favourite virtue was humility by marble monument or printed 

egyric; yet both forms of commemoration have been accorded to 
—_ Sturge. His statue stands upon one of the boundaries where 
Edgbaston coalesces with Birmingham ; and the laudatory record of 
his life will be supplied to, no doubt, an unlimited extent, by the 
publisher, The fact is that great men and good men, or (it wo 
more correct to say) would-be good men, cannot resist posthumous 
testimonials of admiration and love; their admirers and lovers will 
peeeteate their features in stone, their virtues in volumes or a volume. 
‘ow if ever there was a man who deserved such a tribute by reason 
of wealth combined with open-handedness, of meekness conjoined 
with fearlessness, and of patriotism united with universal philanthropy, 
Joseph Sturge would appear from these memoirs to be he. Those 
“who sit in scorners’ chair” could not rufile his temper or move him 
one inch from the path which his (peculiar, perhaps) notions 
of Christian duty pointed out i 1ething subliine, 
even if the sublimity border closely upon the ridiculous, in 
the simple contidence of Joseph Sturge and the two Friends, his com- 
panions, when they presented themeelves boldly before the Autocrat 
of All the Russias, read him a lecture upon the doctrines of the New 
Testament, and counselled “‘ peace where there was no peace.”

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WEDDING GIFT TO THE 
PRINCESS OF WALES. 


THE beautiful casket, made of the 
pure gold of New South Wales, 
which the ladies of that colony, 
led by the wife of the Governor 
(Lady Young), have sent as a 
nuptial gift to the Princess of 
Wales, is represented by onr 
Engraving. It seems to us one of 
the most significant and appro- 
priate, while it is not the least 
meritorious work of art, among 
the many exquisite presents she 
has received from her husband's 
future subjects in every province 
of the British empire. The artist 
and manufacturer, Mr. Julius 
Hogarth, of Hunter -street, 
Sydney, happens to be himself a 
Dane. He has had a singular 
opportunity of working out the 
form of this ful compliment 
to his amiable countrywoman, 
and doimg credit at the same 
time to the distant land of his 
adoption by the liberality and 
fine taste which has conceived 
this noble design, As we have 
to thank Mr. D. Russell, the 
editor of the Sydney Morning 
Herald, for his courtesy in’send- 
ing us the photograph (taken by 
Mr. Hetzen, of Sydney) from 
which our Engraving is made, we 
cannot do better than borrow his 
description of the work :— 

“The casket measures I1lin. in 
length, with a breadth of 6in., 
and a height of 9in., and it 
weighs fully 1000z. The principal 
perme of the front is occupied 

y a classical bas-relief, after 
Thorwaldsen, the Danish seulptor, 
representing Hymen and Cupid 
—- the thread of life. To 
the right and left of this are the 
Royal arms of Denmark and 
England, and the workmanship of 
these is extremely delicate and 
beautiful. Underneath the main 
device is an exquisitely -finished bunch of rern-leaves in frosted 
ld, and above it, over the keyhole of the casket, is the waratah. 
ext to the arms of England, and forming, as it were, a corner pillar 
to the casket, is the figure of a native woman carrying a basket 
and a spear, This little statuette, as well as the three at the other 
corners, is remarkably true to life. Under her feet, forming one corner 
of the pedestal, are the leaves and flower of the native honeysuckle, 
all differently arranged, and all equally beautiful and true. The 
other front corner consists of an aboriginal male, in the act of throwing 
the boomerang. The front corners of the lid are ornamented— 
that on the right by leaves of the cabbage-palm, and that on the 
left by the leaves and fruit of the native pear. Turning the casket 
round, we find, corresponding to the classical bas-relief in front, 
another device, superior, in our opinion, to the mythological sculp- 
ture of the front. It is a representation of a native family group. 
A lubra, or native woman, carrying a picaninny (a baby) on her shoul- 
ders, stands, resting one hand on a bank, where a black fellow is 
seated. The man is offering to his wife a bird’s nest containing 
eggs, while the woman points with her right hand to the little 
one on her back, as if remonstrating with him on the cruelty 
of depriving the parent birds of their young. The idea and the 
execution of this group are beyond all praise. 
of this, corresponding to the 
side, are combinations of native 
weapons and hunting and fishing 
implements, including the boome- 
rang, the nullah-nullah, the stone 
hatchet, and the fishing-baskct, 
all intertwined with gum-leaves, 
The corners again are little 
statuettes of male and female 
natives; the one defending him- 
self with his shield, and holding 
the nullah-nullah in his right 
hand, the other resting on her 
wooden spear. The two handles, 
one at each end of the casket, are 
magnificent representations of the 
bold staghorn fern—a device hap- 
pily seized upon and worked out 
with admirable spirit. We have 
now mentioned the principal fea- 
tures of this admirable work of 
art, except the crowning point of 
all—the apex of the lid. In the 
majestic figure of the old emu 
which surmounts the work the 
artist has even excelled himself. 
The attitude of the figure, the 
lifelike turn of the head, the all 
but actual motion of the legs, 
the symmetry of form, and 
the fidelity of every feature, 
stamp this portion of the work 
pre-eminently with the mark 
of true genius. The key of the 
casket is most tasteful and 
unique, consisting as it does 
of a  beautifully-finished little 
opossum, perched like a squirrel 
on the end of a short bough, 
and nibbling its dainty meal of 
leaf and flower. The inside cf 
the box is lined with crimson 
velvet. The hinges are con- 
structed on a new principle, so as 
to be invisible, and thus not 
interfere with the continuity of 
the exterior surface. Mr. Hogarth has received a fresh order for a 
stand, to be made of myall wood inlaid with gold, which will no 
doubt add materially to the general effect of this beautiful work.” 
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MR, COXWELL’'S NEW BALLOON AT THE CRYSTAL

WE have engraved a representation of the new balloon, named “ The 
Britannia,” which has nm constructed for the use of Mr. Coxwell 
and Mr. James Glaisher in their frequent ascents for the scientific 
purpose of exploring the upper regions of the atmosphere. The 
“Hi h-Level alloon,” as it is sometimes called, was examined with 
much interest by numerous visitors to the Crystal Palace while lying 
half inflated on the floor of the western transept previously to its first 
aacent, which took place on the 11th inst.

“THe NorRMAL MOTIONS OF THE EYE IN RELATION TU 
BINOCULAR VisiON” was the subject of the Croonian lecture lately given at 
the Royal Society by Professor Helmholtz, which appears in the new number 
of the “* Proceedings" of the society. We give afew points :—The eyeball may 
be considered as asphere which can be turned round its centre 4s a fixed point. 
It is not fixed during its motion by the solid walls of an articular excavation, 
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The only remarkable novelty 
in the proceedings of the great 
Italian theatres has been the ap- 
pearance, at the Royal Italian 
Opera, on Tuesday last, of Mdlle, 
Désirée Artét, in the character of 
Maria in “La Figlia del Reggi- 
mento.”

are able to exert. In the interior of the orbit around the eyeball, six 
muscles (recti) are situated, which can be employed to turn the eye round its 
centre, The internal and external recti muscles turn the eye round a perpen- 
dicular axis, so that its visual line is directed either to the right side or to the 
left. The superior and inferior recti turn it round a horizontal axis, directed 
from the upper end of the nose to the temple, so tiat the superior rectus ele- 
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va‘es tLe visual line, the inferior depresses it. Lastly, the oblique muscles turn 
the eye round an axis, which is directed from its centre to the occiput, so that 

superior oblique muscle lowers the visual line and the inferior raises it ; 
but these last two muscles not only raise and lower the visual line, they pro- 
duce also a rotation of the eye round the visual line iteelf. A solid body, the 
centre of which is fixed, and which can be turned round three different axes 
of rotation, can be bronght into every possible position consistent with the 
immobility of ite centre. The motions of the eye can be compared to those 
of our arm. We can raise and lower the visual line, we can turn it to the 
left and to the right, we can bring it into every possible direction throughout 
a certain range—as far, at least, as the connections of the eyeball permit. So 
far the motions of the eye areas free as those of thearm. But when we 
have chosen any determinate direction of the eye, can we turn the eye round 
the visual line as an axis as we can turn the arm round its longitudinal axis ? 
This is a question the answer to which Is connected with a curious peculiarity 
of our voluntary motiona. Yes; there exist muscles by the action of which 
those rotations round the visual line can be performed. But when we ask, 
“Can we do it by an act of our will?” we must answer “ Now’ We can 
voluntarily turn the visual line into every possible direction, but we cannot

voluntarily use the muscles of our eye in such a way as to turn it round the 
visual line. Whenever the direction of the visual line is fixed the position of 
our eye, as far as it depends upon our will, is completely fixed and cannot be 
altered. law has been satisfactorily proved by Professor Danders, who, 
in a very ingenious manner, controlled the position of the eye by those ocular 
spectra which remain on the field of vision after the eye been steadily 
fixed for some time upon a brightly coloured object. For fessor Helmholtz’s 
own experimental {llustrations, we must refer our readers to his interesting | 
lecture, in which he describes several very remarkable and, to many, quite | 
new phenomena connected with the sense of sight.
